Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
I. Claims 35-63, drawn to Embedded Photoelectric Fiber Optic Sensor 
Apparatus, classified in class 250, subclass 227.14. 



Nly Claims 7-34, drawn to An Embedded Sensor Device, classified in class 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and (I and III) are related as process of making and products made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the products as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process. For example, the products I and III could be 
produced by a method which does not involve the steps of Method II, such as metal 
molding. 

Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as an embedded plezoeiectric stress sensor. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
